W. A. Beddoe, ‘ith Becomes Cana- 
dian Trade Commissioner to New 
Zealand, has an Unsavory 
Reputation. 

Ottawa, June 7.—One would 
imagine that the first duty of a 
government that desired this 
country to have a food reputation 
amongst. other nations, would’ be 
to select as the representatives 
who go to these lands, men-of 
high reputation and _ integrity, 
men who would reflect credit on 
Canada. The latest instance, 
however, is so plaring a case of 
lack of decency that even the 
hide-bound friends of the Liberal 
party have turned upon tne gov- 
ernment. For instance, Major 
Henry J. Woodside, the former 
well known westerner Liberal 
editor, has written a letter of pro- 
test to the Ottawn Journal, an 
independent newspaper, protest- 
ing againet the zppointment of 
W. A. Beddoe as Canadian trade 
commissioner to New Zealand. 
Beddoe is the same who had to 
make himself a mere memory 80 
far as the Yukon is concerned. 
He came to Ottawa and _ tried to 
link up with the Conservatives, 
but found that Mr. Borden and 
men of principle in tiie Opposition 
would have nothing to do with 
him. Yet he undertook to reveal 
to the Conservatives some gov- 
ernment transactions which 
would have worked considerable 
harm to the Laurier party. 
Beddoe tried hard to get Mr. 
Borden to use his influence to 
secure for him the nomination in 
several constituencies, notably 
North Renfrew. Mr. Borden, of 
course, repudiated him. Major 
Woodside says in his letter: ‘‘I 
know of no good reason why he 
should be appointed, but perhaps 
the Ix-minister and M.P., who 
recommended him, can give ever: 
one. If they do not, let us hope 
that some member will move in 
the House next session to have 
the appointment and Mr.Beddoe’s 
antecedents investigated. - 

‘“‘His -unpleasant connection 
with the Beddoe-J. B. Tyrrell 
libel suit; his more , unpleasant 
withdrawal from the editorship of 
the Dawson News, and his moat 
unpleasant appointment, first as 
government official and later as 
editor of the newly converted 
‘‘Nugeget’’ (now World—an ap- 
pointment which split the Liberal 
party in the Klondike) are inci- 
dents which might be investigat- 
ed with interest. 

‘SI do not know of an honest 
Klondiker who had any use for 
Beddoe‘and Buell, one of the 
cleverest cartoonists in Canada, 
usually represented him either as 
a double headed snake, or the 
almighty jaw, in his Dawson 
masterpeices. 

‘Tf Mr. Beddoe was to be sent 


‘1to some obscure South African 


country the error would not be 


-|so glaring, but to send a man of 


his antecedents among a people 
notably high in_ intelligence, 
mora! standing and commercial 
acumen, is an insult to them and 
to us. The New Zealanders who 
lived in the Klondike will not be 
likely to approve him to their 
countrymen.”’ 

Unfortunately, Beddoe’a ap- 
pointment is simply in line with 
the practice of the government, 
which seems fond of this class of 
person. Take the appointment of 
the notorious W. T. R. Preston as 
Canadian trade cemmissioner to 
Holland. What the people of 
Holland must think: of Canada, 
judged vy their representative, is 
not a very favorable reflection. 

Take another case,the appoint- 
ment of J, B. Jackson as trade 
commissioner to China. The 
courts have just decided a case 
against him which places him in 
the position of a common swind- 
ler. Donald Guthrie of North 

|Oxford, Ont., sued him for $2,325 
and won. Jackson induced Guth- 
rie to put the money into a wheat 
deal in Chicago, with the apree- 
ment that they should share 
losses and profits. The sum rais- 
ed was $4,500 and Jaekson in- 
formed Guthrie that this had all 
been lost. Judgment was given 
Guthrie at Woodstock for the full 
amount of the claim with inter- 
est. 

There was nothing Sir John A. 

Macdonald was more particular 
about than that the representa- 
| tives of Canada should be men 
i who would command the respect 
of the countriea to which they 
were gent. In no other way can 
Canada hope to gain the respect 
of the nations of the world.

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_ TOBACCO IN CANADA. 


Its Culture’ Dates Back 
Discovery. © {0 420. 

Tobacco has been grown for centur.- 
ies in Canada,’-The discoverers’ of 
Canada received from the aborigines, 
amongst other presents, tobacco: 
grown on the shotes of the St. Law-: 
rence. From Central: America, where 
the tobacco ‘plant: probably : originat- 
ed, its culture had spread to Canada 
long before the ‘discovery of the New 
World. -It was only at a compara- 
tively recent date, however, ‘hardly. 
more remote than half a century,.that 
tobacco culture. in’ Canada became- 
‘really worthy of the name. 

The aversion of, the first manufac- 
turers. to the use of the home grown 


these measures were adopted, and un. 
der their protection the. Canadian 
growers were soon in a position to 
compel the manufacturers to accept 
their products. The : present protec. 
tive law, which is but a readjustment 
of the preceding one, gives to the 
Canadian tobacco leaf a protection of 
$0.28 per pound. This-duty. seems suf. 
ficient to enable home-grown tobaccoa 
to compete with fair advaritage 
against similar American products, 
their most formidable rivals. ‘ 

Some ten heli ago certain manu- 
facturers took the initiative and en- 
deavored to develop. in certain: parts 
of Canada the culture of those varie-* 
ties which seemed best adapted to the 
climatic conditions and the nature of 
the soil. This movement, sometimes 
ill-understood, met with a compara- 
tive failure in the province of Quebec 
and resulted in the creation of a new 
centre (Counties of Essex air Kent), 
where the growing of the Burley 
made very rapid progress. Since then 
tobacco culture may be considered as 
established in Canada. Py 

In the Patios of tobacco the 
provénce of Quebec deserves first men- 
tion. In fact it was the first part of 
Canada, really settled, and it was in 
the counties north of the St. Law- 
rence, in the vicinity of Montreal, 
that tobacco culture first developed. 
Chief amongst these counties are 
Montcalm, l’Assomption, _Jolictte, 
Deux-Montagnes. To these must be 
added a group now becoming more 
and more important, that of Rouville 
(South Shore of the St. Lawrence), 
which would be more accurately de- 
signated by the name of “group of 
the Yamaska valley.” In this group 
may be included the other southern 
counties where tobacco culture is fast 
developing, as suitable lands are 
found. : 

The climate of the northern section 
is rather cold, and the melting of the 
snow and slow drying out of the soil 
in late springs sometimes interfere 
with cultural operations. Early frosts 
are also to be dreaded, for they 
threaten the plantations from the first 
days of September. But the season 
extending from the Ist of Juue, and 
sometimes from the 20th of May -to 
the Ist of September, is amply sufii- 
cient to permit the growth of all the 
early varieties. . a 

At the outset. the plantations -in- 
cluded the most different types, from 
the very early indigencus Varieties, 
such as Canelle, Petit Rouge, Big 
Havana, to large and comparatively 
slow growing tobaccos.such as Blue 
Pryor and Burleys, covering the whole 
seriés of seed leaves. This was the 
consequence of the lack of’ a regular 
market and of the desire on the part 
of the farmers to test all kinds of 
varieties and discover one that would 
give the largest profits, either by its 
heavy yields (Burley and Large Con-, 
necticuts) or by its hich prices on the. 
market (Canclic, Petit Rouge), *. 

At an already distant date, in the: 
neighborhood of Windsor and on the" 
shores of River §t. Clair, a small set- 
tlement of French-Canadians had at- 
tempted the growing of tobacco. The 
first results were encouraging, but, 
owing to the lack of transportation 
facilities and of comnetition.between 
buyers, the prices fell so low. that this 
culture was forsaken for market-gar- 
dening whose products found a profit- | 
able market in the growing city of 
Detroit. es, 

However, the exneriment was not 
useless. After a comparative failure 
in Quebee a strong company sent 
agents through the south of the Coun- 
ty of Essex to encourage the growing 
of tobacco amongst the farmers. This 
was the origin of tobacco culture in 
Ontario. Almost from the outset it 
gave a product that could compete 
with imported tobaccos of a similar 
nature. 

During recent years the tobacco 
crop in Southern Ontario has reached 
the figure of 5,000,000 to 6,000,000 

unds, the greater part of which be- 
ongs to the Burley variety. 


Fruit Growing In New Brunswick. 


The_ horticultural development of 
New Brunswick and especially of its 
apple-growing resources has been ac- 
tively taken up by the Government of 
that province. 

Mr. A. Gordon Turney, B.S.A., who 
has been engaged since graduating 
from the Ontario Agricultral College, 
upon special horticultural work by 
the Ontario Government, has been 
placed in charge of the work in New 
Brunswick and has actively entered 
upon his duties. 

There are there now some twenty- 
five young illustrative orchards. Mr. 
Turney is visiting these, pruning them 
and having the people of the district 
meet him for discussion. He is also 
giving attention to the.renovation of 
old orchards, and has prepared a bul- 
letin which is just off the press deal- 
ing with renovation work, top graft- 
ing and spraying. Some additional il- 
lustrative orchards will this year be 
planted and then it is proposed to 
hold a series of summer orchard meet- 
ings covering this . province. 

Arrangements are also being made 
to hold a Special French Exhibition 
in St. John, in November next, to be 
followed by exhibits at the Royal 
Horticultural Exhibition at London, 
Eng., and a display at the Maritime 
Winter Fair at Amherst, N.S. It is 
hoped at both these exhibits to great- 
ly exceed the display last year when 
New Brunswick apples received such 
favorable notice.

The discourse, 
on:.“‘The. Overthrow of: Satan’s Em- 
pire,” was in the nature-of a religious 
lecture. It was marked... throughout 
by deepest reverence, for the Bible, 
many-of the passages of which shone 
out: with a new meaning under .the 
searchlight of: his message. He as- 
serted, and seemed to prove, the per- 
sonality. of Satan.. But according to 
his showing it is a great mistake to 
suppose the Arch-enemy of: mankind 
to be afar off stoking furnaces and 
torturing the dead. ‘Instead, he is 
the cunning Deceiver who, for cen- 
turjes has been hoodwinking human- 
ity, including the Church—putting. 
darkness for light and light for dark- 
ness. God did not create him a devil. 
He! became such by self-perversion 
through. ambition. — Originally his 
name was Lucifer—Morning’ Star. He 
beheld our first parents in Eden, noted 
their power to produce a race in their 
own likeness and coyeted an empire 
with them as his subjects. 


~ For .six thousand “years God has’|. 


permitted Satan to exercise a measure 
of deceptive power over the race and 
to display to buth angels and men the 
terrible results of sin, as exemplified 
in what the Apostle terms the “reign 
of sin and death,” and the mentul, 
moral and physical degradation re- 
sulting. . - 

Satan has not been alone. Not only 
is-he “the Prince of this world’ or 
age, but additionally he is the “Prince 
of devils’—demons. The speaker’ 
showed from the Scriptures (Genesis 
vi; Jude 6) how these subordinate de- 
‘mons had ‘once been holy: angels, too 
—and when and where they. sinned, 
and how... _: aE ‘bee 
; The Apostle Peter gives the key to 
the real solution of the matter when, 
‘in reciting the events connected with 
‘the flood, he tells us of the fall of. the 
-angels at that time, who ‘in the days 
‘ot Noah’ ‘kept not their first estate’ 
{I. Peter ‘iii, 19, 20). Those angels 
“who were permitted to have a measure 
of-control of the fallen race, with a 
view to helping them.ds much as they 
might be able, and who, for the pur- 
‘pose of rendering such assistance to 
-mankind, were pesuiitted to appear in 
human form, became enamored of the 
~human femele, and preferred the hu- 
*man form to their own state as spirit 
beings. They thus left their original 
estate, xs Jude also explains (Jude 
6). These. angels are, the ones de- 
Nominated ‘the sons of God,’ none of 
the human family being given that 
‘name afver. the fall. The angeis who 
fell from their noble work and con- 
dition, and became groveling and 
sensual, manifested clearly in their 
own course. the downward tendency of 
all transgressions of the divine law. 

“The Apostles Peter and Jude clear- 
ly mark out the punishment visited 
upon those ‘sons of God’ who ‘thus 
betrayed: their trust and*fell into sin, 
‘léaving their own habitation,’ their 


)own; nature, and affiliating with the’ 


human nature. Their -punishment 
has been their deprivation of all such 
liberties, and their separation from 
God and from the holy angels; and 
this restraint is called, by the Apostle, 
“chains of darkness,’ while the re- 
strained .ones,.themselves, instead of 
being; recognized as ‘sons of. God,’ or 
angels of light, “were:. thenceforth 
known as ‘angels of darkness,’ ‘de- 
mons,’ ‘wicked ‘spirits.’ Incidentally 


we remark that these are the ‘spirits |. 


‘in prison’. mentioned “by Peter (I. 
Peter iii, 19), and.:that although: re- 
stricted as respects:'their powers of 
‘fellowship with the:holy angels, and 
with mankind, being no longer privi- 
leged to appear as men, they still 
iseek human fellowship, endeavoring 
to gain possession of human beings’ 
'who yield up their wills, and 
who are then said to be possessed of 
devils or ‘obsessed.’ It is but a pre- 
liminary step toward thus getting pos- 
‘session of the individual that. these 
‘wicked. spirits appeal to humanity to 
become their mediums (spirit med-, 
iums), through. whom they to some 
[extent communicate. And they per- 
sonate dead human beings, because 
jthey know well that humanity would 


shun them and fear them if their real | 


identity were discovered. 

“Satan and his subordinates have 
Maintained a system of human de- 
‘ception,’’ the speaker declared, and 
it must be confessed that he gave 
Biblical proofs for his every claim. 
He asserted that the communications’ 
believed dy Spiritualists—Dr. Funk, 
Prof. Hyslop, Editor Stead and others 
to communications from the 
dead, are really deceptive communi- 
cations from these fallen angels. So 
far from claiming that these profes- 
sors and mediums practice deception,' 
his claim is that they themselves are: 
deceived and are unintentionally lead- 
ing others onward into a. terrible, 
Spiritualistic maelstrom, ~ which, “he 
‘declares, we are nearing, according to 
the Bible. He warned against hypno- 
tism, mind cures, etc., practiced by 
well-meaning but deceived physicians, 
Ministers and others. He declared 
that all these tended to break. down 


the human will, the God-given barrier ‘ii, 3). With the wreck of present in- | 


and defence of mankind against the 
encroachments of these fallen ‘angels, 
who seek continually to intrude them- 
selves into the mind, thoughts - and 
will of men. He warned all against 
occult influences of évery’ kind, urg- 
jing that the human will should be 
preserved and should be submitted 
only to the Almighty, and to him only 
intelligently in accordance with his 
instructions in the Bible.  - 
“Satan, through false doctrines— 
‘doctrines of devils,’ has entrenched 
himself in the superstitions and pre- 
judices, not only of the heathen, but 
also of the civilized. The creeds of 
the Dark Ages evidenced the tact tng 
he had much to do with their formula. 
tion. His false doctrines, antagonis. 
tic to the Bible, have been palmed off 
upon us as veritable Bible truths— 
just as Satan endeavoured to twist and 
misapply the Bible to Jesus in his 
wilderness temptation (Mark i, 13). 
Thus Satan has caused gross darkness 
to cover the heathen and considerable 
darkness to cover the civilized earth. 
But we are in the morning of the New 
Dispensation, which. is to bring so 
much blessing to the world of man- 
kind in the opening of the eyes of 
man’s understanding, and in physical 
blessings and comforts.

LC N NIGHTINGALE 
The Angel of the Crimea 

In her home {fn the West End of London, passing the days of the late 
‘Autumn of her life in an invalid chair, lives a white-haired, sweet-faced, 
kindly-voiced_noble woman, whom the world knows as Florence Nightingale. 
Born in 1820 in Florence, Italy, the daughter of a wealthy Englishman, un- 
der his loving tutorship she mastered the classics and literature, became a 
good musician and learned several languages. 

She had a genius for helpfulness, a consecration to humanity that found 
expression in sweet ministrations of love and care of the sick and suffering. 
In nursing she saw a noble career for women and in 1849 went to a Protes- 
tant school for nurses, on the Rhine. On her return to England she as- 
sumed management of a sanitarium for invalid governesses. In 1854 Eng- 
land was roused to a white heat of indignation by the revelations of the hor- 
rors of the hospital service of the Crimea. Government incompctency, imbe- 
cile red tape, rascally dishonor and criminal neglect in treating the sick and 
wounded soldiers made mere war itself a paradise of mercy by contrast. 
Dante’s Inferno seemed a mild bit of imagination in the face of the real hor- 
rors at Scutari, with four miles of beds hudgled in one three-story house. 

Florence Nightingale volunteered to lead a band of women to transform 
the hospitals in the name of humanity, and in November, 1854, with thirty- 
eight nurses she reached Scutari. Her magic touch brought order out of 
chaos; the sunshine, sweetness and soothing peace of woman’s work filled 
the rooms; the ghastly mortality was reduced to a minimum; soldiers 
wounded and dying kissed the shadow of the angel of the Crimea as it fell 
across their counterpanes or reverently touched the hem of her garment as 
she passed near them. Often for twenty hours at a stretch she stood giving 
her orders—the noble leader of her little army of peace; and her kindness, 
wisdom, sweetness, energy, influence and inspiration seemed inexhaustibie. 

For two years she kept up the fizht and with health impaired returned 
to England, shunning all publicity. The £50,000 testimonial tendered her by 
the people, she refused, but finally accepted to found a training school for 
nurses. By penny subscriptions the soldiers secured enough to erect a statue 
to her memory, but this, too, she rejected. For nearly fifty years she has 
been an invalid, and yet this “Grand Ol@ Woman of England.” at the age of 
ninety is still serene, sweet, helpful and contented, with a mune that will be 
hallowed as long as the British army and the British nation shall endure,
